SOUTH CAROLINA. 
u. c. BUTLER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnixctron, D. C., April 4—Gen. M. C. 


Butler, of South Carolina, will most certainly 


press his claims, and there is not much doubt 
now of his admission. It is said that when the 
Hampton Legislature shall convene, the latter 
part of this month, the reorganized Legis- 
lature, as to whose authority or legality there 
can be little doubt, will go through the forms 
of another election, and will undoubtedly elect 
again M. C. Butler. Upon this latter certificate, 
given by the Legisiature in a State where there 
is no contending Legislature, and ccrtified to by 
a Governor who has no contestant, Butler ex- 
pects to be seated if he fails upon the certifi- 
cate now pending. 
¢ SENATOR JOHN PATTERSON 

has said that he does not intend to return to 
South Carolina to live after the expiration of 
his two years in the United States Senate. He 
has lived there very little since he was Senator, 
and has made a great deal of outrage capital out 
of the pretension that he found it unsafe to liv 

there. ; 

This action of the carpet-bag Senator is char- 
acteristic. It is but afew months since be was 
denouncing Chamberlain in public in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere on account of the attempts of 
the latter at reform in Bouth Carolina, and was 
sneering at Chamberlain as 

A “BRISTOW REFORMER.” 
Chamberlain's sun having set, Patterson is 
quick to turn his face toward Hampton. 
Chamberlain, in private conversation, does not 
accept his defeat with any considerable degree 
of equanimity. He speaks very bitterly of the 
President, and has allowed his disappointment 
to permit him to use the cant of the carpet- 
baggers, and to declare that in his (Chamber- 
lain’s) opinion the President seems to have 
acted in accordance with some preconcerted ar- 
rangement.’’ Chamberlain emphatically - de- 
clares that he will accept no mission or any 
position under the United States. He says he 
thinks the President has been grossly deceived 
by bad advisers, such as M. C. Butler and Hamp- 
ton. 

Meanwhile, Senator Patterson is turning his

TOWARDS THE RISING SUN. 

He sent an agent to Senator Gurdon last even- 
ing asking him to arrange for him (Patterson) 
an interview with Hampton. This was done. 
Patterson called and assured Hampton that, 
since he had beun virtually recognized by the 
President, he (Patterson) should make no 
lactious opposition, and would do what be could 
to promote the welfare of South Carolina. Gov. 
Hampton said he was glad to hear this, and that 
as Governor he should administer the office for 
the good of the people, irrespective of party. 

Gov. Chamberlain has stated to intimate 
friends that he does not expect to continue as a 
resident of South Carolina. He has left the 
impression that he will remain there but a 
short time. It is supposed that he intends to 
enter upon the practice of the law in Boston or 
New York. 

| CORBIN, 
ex-United States District-Attorney in South 
Carolina, elected by the Chamberlain Lezisla- 
ture to the United States Senate, has also stated 
that he should not remain asa resident of South 
Carolina longer than is necessary to set- 
tle up some of his business al- 
fairs. He says that Chamberlain will 
remain there a much shorter time 
than he himself will. Corbin has been making 
inquiries as to the advantages of several West- 
ern cities, with respect to permancnt location. 
There is a general impression tnat he will not 
press his admission to the United States Senate 
under the Chamberlain credentials. 
THE ORDER 

withdrawing the troops has been sent by mail to 
Gen. Hancock, at New York, in command of the 
Division of the South, and will by him de for- 
warded to Gen. Ruger at Columbia. 

LOUISIANA. 

A FICKLE-MINDED LEGISLATOR.

New OrveEans, April 4.—Dayries, who a few 
days since entered the Nicholls Legislature, to- 
day returned to his seat in the State-House.

Several men who were some time ago arrested 
by the Nicholls police while recruiting for Gov.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 4.—A New York 
dispatch to the Times says a gentleman fully in 
the confidence of Gov. Tilden, and fresh from an 
interview with him, avers that the institution of 
legal proceedings to oust President Hayes has 
been strongly advocated by David Dud- 
ley Field and freely discussed by the 
friends of Mr. Tilden, but that 
Mr. Tilden himself has never seriously thought 
of suchathing. Mr. Tilden said to-day that he 
had never directly or indirectly advised such a 
proceeding or encouraged it. Field urged that 
evidence is certainly attainable by the over- 
throw of tbe Chamberlain and Parkard 
Governments which would establish 
Tilden’s claim beyond doubt before 
any judicial tribunal.

THE QUESTION OF INTERVENTION.

WasHinoton, D. C., April 4.—Cuban affairs 
are likely to demand the attention of President 
Hayes at an early day. During Gen. Grant's 
term the attention of the Spanish Government 
was often called to the brutal expedients often 
restord to by the Spaniards in their attempts to 
suppress the insurrection in Cuba, and in letters 
of instruction to otr Ministers to Spain, and in 
other State documents, the disposition of the 
United States Government to insist that the 
war should be conducted in accordance with the 
usages of civilized nations was repeatedly as- 
serted. The prominence of domestic political 
questions during the last year have prevented 
public attention from being drawn to the pragrees 
of the Cuban war, but the publication here 
this morning of a proclamation issued by Gen. 
Martinez T. Campos, Commander-in-Chiet of 
the Spanish force, dated at Santa Clara, Cuba, 
March 23, in which he announces that 
NO QUARTER WILL BE GRANTED 
to Cuban insurgents or deserters captured after 
the Ist of May, has aroused new interest on 
the subject. It has caused a repetition of the 
question in prominent circles to-day, what is to 
be the policy of the United States Government 
towards Spain, and especially what attitude will 
the Administration assume in regard to the 
Cuban war? Secretary Evarts will undoubtedly 
give his attention early to this subject, and will 
take such measures a6 will leave no oppor- 
tunity for the Spanish Government to misun- 
derstand just what the policy of the President 
in this respect isto be.

THE METHODISTS. 
A TRIFLING DIGRESSION. 

Boston, April 4.—The New Kugland Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church opened 
to-day, 111 of the 245 members being present.

POSTAL CARDS, 
A NICE LITTLE SCHEME NIPPED. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 4.— The Postmas- 
ter- General decided to open no bids to-day for 
the manufacture of postal cards during the 
next four years. He has discovered in the last 
day or two that a combination had apparently 
been formed, having connections somewhere in 
the Post-Office Department, for securing this 
contract to certain persons who alone were pre- 
pared to execute it. The sample to be furnished 
to bidders was of a peculiar construction, being 
of a light-green color on one side, and buff on 
the other. Only one firm in the country, 
that of Wilkinson Bros. & Co., of Derby, 
Conn., arc at the present time prepared 
to make a card of this peculiar construction, 
and they had refused to make contracts for 
furnishing the stock to any other bidders except 
two New England firms. The process by which 
this peculiar stock is manufactured

one, hor would other papermakers have any 
difficulty in making a similar one, and if time

enough was given them to prepare the necessary 


machinery, but as the advertisement for pro- 
posals required that the successful bidder 
should begin the manufacture of the postal-cards 
on the Ist of May next, it virtually excluded from 
competition all except this one firm, andtne two 
with which they had made arrangements. When 
this fact was brvught to the attention of the 
Postmaster-General and his First Assistant, 
Tyner, they at once decided that, notwithstand- 
ing that a readvertisement would cost the Do- 
partment $8,000, no other course was open but 
to postpone the opening of bids, and to issue 
new invitations for pro The new con- 
tract will go into operation on the Ist of July, 
instead of on the Ist of May, as heretofore. 
Four years ago, when the existing contract was 
awarded, several manufacturers who would 
have been glad to compete for it were debarred 
because they could not 
MAKE THE NECESSARY PREPARATIONS 

to begin the work in the three or four weeks 
which remained between the time the contract 
was awarded and the date when they were re- 
quired to begin to furnish large quantities of 
the postal cards. ‘ 

Postmaster-General Key also intends to bold 
the contractor to whom the work be awarded’ 
strictly to the terms of his agreement, aud to 
require him to furnish cards which shall in 
every respect be as as the sample 
on which the bid is made. Four 
years ago manufacturers who made bids, sup- 
posing that no goods would be accepted unless 
they were as wd as the sample — 
named much higher prices than they woul 
have done had they been informed in advance 
that cards no better than some of those which 
were accepted would be received. In the award 
it is the determination of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral that this and all other contracts shall be 
awarded fairly, and that all honest manufactur- 
ers shall have an equal chance to bid for them.

And we may be certain that under the new 
policy the business of office-holding will become 
much more respectable in the reconstructed 
States, and elections down there will be held 
very muchas they are in other parts of the 
Union.—Vew York Tribune (ep.).

The partisan objection to Senator Rosay- 
son’s bill has been removed by the incorpo- 
ration of the minority representation plan of 
voting as apart of it. Under this system 
‘each party will be represented in the Board 
according to its relative numerical strength. 
If the Republicans have a majority 
of the votes, they will have a 
majority of the Board; if the 
Democrats have a majority of the votes, the 
majority in the Board will be theirs. But 
we hope still better results from this feature 
of the bili. Every voter having fifteen bal- 
lots, and possessing the right to cumulate or 
distribute. them as he pleases, the majority 
of reputable and responsible citizens will 
probably concentrate on the ten best men 
put forward, giving one and a half votes to 
each, and thus insure the choice of a ma- 
jority of the Board in spite of any devices 
the bummers may conceive and adopt. In 
this way the Board may be constantly kept 
under the control of the taxpayers. 

We should think that men like Senator 
Knox and Representative Dunne, who repre- 
sent constituencies composed in large part 
of mechauics, carpenters, brick-layers, stone- 
masons, brick-makers, quarrymen, and day 
laborers, would make special efforts in 
behalf of Senator Rontsox's bill, and for 
this reason, viz.: The money for prosecuting 
work on the Court-House can only be ob- 
tained by the people voting authority for 
the issue of bonds, and the people will never 
vote $1,000,000 to be intrusted to the present 
County Board for expenditure.

NATIONAL INFLUENCES IN LOCAL POLI- 
71 


The result of the city election on Tuesday 
clearly shows the wide-spread and ameliorat- 
ing influence of the new departure in the 
administration of national politics. At the 
election last fall, in the heaviest vote ever 
cast in this city, TILDx& received 5,000 ma- 
jority, and the same wave which swept in 
that direction did not expend its force until 
it had given the Democrats 2,000 majority 
on thie Congressional and State tickets. A 
portion of the connty ticket was carried by 
the Republicans because the candidates were 
unexceptionable men. The tide ran heavily, 
however, against the Republicans in the 
gity. Numerous causes had conspired to 
pfoduce dissatisfaction with the then exist- 
ing Administration. There was a general 
outcry for reform, for the reduction of ex- 
penditures, and for the improvement of office 
tenure. There was a determination to get 
rid of bad men, to punish centralizing and 
corrupt cliques, and to eject from their seats 
that class of men who would listen to noth- 
ing but force, and who were de- 
termined to rule by military power. 
The people in the South were not only tired 
of it, but the people in the North also. The 
dissatisfaction was so universal in this city 
that all promises of reform and correction of 
abuses were of uo avail. They could not 
stem the current that set in against the Re- 
publicans, and’ Chicago was lost to that 
party. 

The causes of the sudden change in 
municipal politics are not difilcult to find. 
There are always local influences of great 
weight, and on this occasion the determina- 
tion of the people to have a good, honest, 
and economical City Government made itself 
manifest in the triumphant election of Mr. 
Harn; but, above and beyond this, the in- 
fluence of the National Administration is 
clearly apparent. President Harrs has been 
in office but a month, but in that time he has 
brought about an enormous change in the 
popular sentiment. He has rallied around 
him the disaffected elements of the Republic- 
an party. He has allayed the hot exaspera- 
tion of the Democrats over the Electoral 
count, and has broken down the partitions 
of party walls. His course in the construc- 
tion of his Cabinet has had a vast influence 
of itself. He broke through the party ma- 
chinery, defied the Senatorial autocracy, and 
made appointments of so bold a character as 
to startle the old party hacks and astonish 
the whole people. For one of tha principal 
seats he selected Cant. Scuvnrz, the repre- 
Sentative man of the German element, a 
mau of absolute political independence, and 
one who had used his freedom in a manner 
to disgust the Senatorial Ring, and thus re- 
established himself in the respect and friend- 
ship of the Germans who had voted for 
Torx with the hope of securing reform 
and better government. To give the South 
representation he went outside’ of his party 
and selected Judge Key, an ex-Con- 
federate officer who had voted for 
Tron, and gave him a very 
important position, because he was willing to 
meet him half-way. The remaining seats 
were filled with Republicans, selected not 
only for their ability, but for their modera- 
tion, anc éonservatism, and independence of 
party machinery. This accomplished, he 
then turned to the great work of securing 
order, peace, and respect for law in the 
South, by harmonizing the discordant ele- 
ments, breaking down the color line, secur- 
ing the people in the benefits of local self- 
government, and establishing satisfactory 
relations between employer and the em- 
ployed. There were but two localities 
where this discordance prominently mani- 
fested itself,—South Carolina and Louisiana. 
The former has been harmonized and the 
latter will shortly be. The people of these 
two States will very soon have all the rights 
of self-government, and can then. be 
left free to work out their own salva. 
tion. This benign and conciliatory policy 
has come upon the country with the advent 
of spring. As the balmy breezes, warmer 
sun, and fertilizing rains unlock the frozen 
earth, and by their genial influences vivify 
the soil and prepare it for the future harvest, 
0 Mr. Harz policy of equity and justice 
to all has prepared the national soil for a 
speedy harvest of peace, prosperity, and 
harmony among all classes. Its signs are

IS HILDRETH ELIGIBLE? 

The Constitution, Art. 7, Sec. 7, provides 
that : 

The General Assembly shall pass laws exeluding 
from the right of suffrage persons convicted of in- 
famous crimes. 

The statute of the State, Chap. 46, Sec. 70, 
provides : | 

No person who has been legally convicted of any 
crime, the punishment of which is confinement in 
the Penitentiary, shall be permitted to vote at any 
election, unless he shall be reetored to the right to 
vote by pardon. F 

Sec. 33 of the City Charter provides : 

No person shall be eligible to the office of Aller- 
man unless he be a qualified elector, and reside in 
the ward for which he is elected, nor shall he be 
eligible if he is in arrears in the payment of any 
tax or other liability duc tothe city; . . nor shall 
he be eligible ¶ he shall have been convicted of mal- 
Seasance, bribery, or other corrupt practices or 
crimes. 

Sec. 34. The City Council shall be judge of the 
election and qualifications of its own members. 

The facts are briefly stated: J. H. Hir 
DRETH was a Gauger, appointed by the Giov- 
ernment of the United States; he was in- 
dicted for various crimes set forth in twen- 
ty-two counts, and fled to Canada. While 
there he negotiated with the officers of the 
Government, and was allowed to return and 
plead guilty to two counts in the indictment, 
—one for making false returns, and the other 
for false swearing. He pleaded guilty to 
these crimes, and was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $3,000, which fine he satisfied. The fact 
of his conviction of corrupt practices or 
crimes” is a matter of record, and is not dis- 
puted or denied. The charter distinctly 
states that no person shall be eligible to a 
seat in the City Council who has been so 
convicted. Therefore, Hitprerx is not 


| eligible to the office of Alderman im the City 


of Chicago. 

The city charter makes the City Council 
the exclusive judge of the qualifications and 
election of its own members. The question 
is not whether Hitpzers shall be expelled. 
The question is, Is HD RHB eligible ? because, 
if he is not eligible, he was never elected. 
In the presence of the record in his case,— 
the indictment, the plea of guilty, the sen- 
tente, and the satisfaction of the sentence,— 
he is as ineligible for the office of Alderman as 
he would be if he were not a legal voter, or 
a non-resident, or an unnaturalized resident 
of the city. This question of eligibility re- 
quires no contest. A committee of the 
Council can obtain a copy of the judicial 
record, and on that the Council will have to 
vote whether this man is eligible to the of- 
fice of Alderman or not. If a majority de- 
cide that he is eligible, then he will be ad- 
mitted; if a majority decide that he is not 
eligible, then he will not be admitted to the 


Board. The Board must decide, and is the 


sole judge of the election and qualifications 
of its own members. No man legally ineli- 
gible can be admitted to membership. 

Will the new City Council have the cour- 
age to meet this question and decide it upon 
the law and thie facts ? Will they have the 
nerve to meet this blatant demagogue- and 
confessed criminal at the threshold, and, un- 
less he can remove the disqualification raised 
by his record, refuse him admission to the 
Council? | Thoug. he received more votes 
than either of his opponents, be cannot plead 


«that he is the representative of the Seventh

J. McNvugwer, of whom we 
are not able to speak, was elected in the 
Tenth Ward, and the notorious Hicpzers ia 
the Seventh Ward. The new Council is, as a 
whole, a most respectable one. At least 
twenty-nine and perhaps thirty of the 
members may be depended upon to 
vote always in the interest of re- 
form, economy, and retrenchment, and 
against all jobs and trades and conspiracies 
against the Treasury. In the general defeat 
the bummers have suffered most disastrously 
in the Council, where they had expected to 
make large gains.

had consented to make the personal sacrificd 
of being a candidate in order to redeem the 
character of the party, found himself the 
head of a ticket which, as a whole, was gen- 
erally repulsive. Thousands of Democrats 


only voted for Hxarn, but, to emphasize 
their disgust, voted the whole Republican 
ticket from beginning to end. As we have 
said, Mr. Sutru’s mistake was that, when 
he saw the long list of odious persons 
of which he had been made the conspicuous 
captain and leader, he did not decline the 
nomination aud let the bummers take care 
of themselves. As it was, the election to a 
large extent was carried on between those 
who wanted an honest, economical Govern- 
ment, administered by honest and respecta- 
‘ble men, and those who sought office for 
plunder and spoils, for riot and misrule ; and 
in this contest Mr. Saira, whose interests 
and feelings were in full sympathy with the 
one class, was before the public as the 
champion and leader of the other class. 
Though the roughs and the criminals gener- 
ally rallied vigorously to bis support, assuin- 
ing that his election would effect a revolu- 
tion in the police more favorable to them, 
their very support was fatal; it drove thou- 
sands of votes from him of persons who in- 
sisted upon preserving law and order, hon- 
esty and economy, by re-electing the whole 
admirable government which the city has 
enjoyed during the last year. 


The story of the escape of Twp, which 
was printed in our issue of yesterday, isa 
significant comment upon the ability and 
sagacity of the New York police.

It is on a pur, however, 
with the handsome manner in which the con- 
fidence operator, Hansen, recently took in 
the police authorities of that city and did 
for them. Considering the admirable man- 
ner in which every detail of the compact be- 
tween Twrrp and his mysterious friends 
was carried out, and their absolute freedom 
from suspicion, it would not be remarkable 
if the gentlemen who managed him were 


would convict them of a degree of obtuse. 
ness that is simply appalling.

We think one of the most remarkable in- 
stances of political reform, and the potency of 
self-government when the better classes assert 
themselves, is to be found in the Town of South 
Chicago. Previous to the last year, and fora 
term of years, the South Town offices had 
afforded an organized gang of bummers the op- 
portunity of plundering the taxpayers of some- 
thing like $40,000 or $50,000 annually. Last 
year they were beaten at the polls, but stuffed 
the ballot-boxes; the people then went at them 


so that the town offices passed mto the hands 
of reputable and efficient men. Money enough 
was saved from the appropriation voted by the 
rabble the previous year to pay expenses, settle 
up accounts, and tide over a second year with- 
out voting oue dollar. The result was that this 
year’s town meeting was as orderly and 
respectable as a gathering of church vestrymen, 
and a resolution was adopted not to levy any 
taxes whatever for the town expenses of the 
current year. Surely there is cncouragement, 
after all, for decent people to take an intcrest 
in local politics.

JAPAN, 
THE SATSUMA REBELLION. 
Corresnonaence San Francisco Bulletin. 

Ygrouama, Feb. 26.—There is civil war in 
Japan, and the present theatre of action is down 
south in the Province of Satsuma. Itis a war 
of rebellion, having for its ayowed object the 
overthrow of the present Ministry or Cabinet of 
the Mikado. itis believed that Shimadzu Sa- 
buro, the John C. Calhoun of Japan, is the in- 
stigator of the insurrection; at all events, we 
have yet to learn that he has done anything to 
suppress the hostile movements of the southern 
Samurai. Only such news is obtainable as the 
Government permits to be published, and that 
is scanty and indefinite. The following state- 
ments are, I think, reliable: 

The present uprising in Satsuma threatens 
more seriously the peace of the Empire than any 
other disturtiance that has occurred tor many 
years.

Noyes 
and commissioned by the President of the United 
States as Centennial Commissioner from Ohio, and 
more especially when I was chosen Director-Gen- 
era) of the International Exhibition of 1876, the 
puole understood, and I was glad to acknuwledge, 
that these positions of trust were offered me in 
recognition of my connection with the Cincinnati 
Industrial Exposition. To the experience I ac- 

uired in that enterprise am I indebted ina large 

egree for whatever of success and honor that have 
ensued from my labors in Philadeiphia, and to that 
exterprise are we indebted this evening for this 
leasant meeting. When I was solicited to assume 
irection of the Exhibitionin Philadelphia. in the 
spring of 1873. I had grave doubts of the expedi- 
ency of acceding to the solicitations. The project 
was surrounded by embarrassments that seemed 
insurmountable. It had been authorized by Con- 
ress and been proclaimed to the world, but it wae 
ithout means and without Governmental sym- 
pathy or support. But already the good name 
of the Republic had been involved in the enter- 
rise, and, realizing this, I determined to join my 
abors with those who were struggling te sustain 
the bonor of our country. It required courage 
and abiding faith in the ultimate success of the 
undertaking. There were found at that time citi- 
zens of Philadelphia ready to give generously of 
their time and money. They supported the Exhi- 
bition when it was most in need, and to them is 
due more than to any other the great honor that re- 
suited to the country from the success of the 
Exhibition. I am glad of an 9 at my 
home to acknowledge their kindness and hospi- 
tulity to me, a stranger in their midst, and to thank 
them and my associates of the United States Cen- 
tennial Commission and Centennial Board of Fi- 
nance, and my faithful officials for their patient 
and unceasing co-operation with me in the adum- 
istration of the duties confided ta me.

CRIME. 
MOUNTAIN MEADOWS. 

. Baw Francisco, March 30.—The following 
confession of one of the alleged Mountain 
Meadows murderers, was received dy the 
Chronicle to-night from San Bernardino, via 
Los Angeles, by telegraph: 

Saw Brnxanbixo, March 30.—Joseph Clewes, 
one of the men implicated in Lee's confession as 
having participated in the Mountain Meadow mas- 
sacre, to-day made along and interesting confes- 
sion, exculpating himself, He says: 

On the Monday before the massacre he was made 
the bearer of the following letter, which was read 
aloud in his presence by Thornton: ** Brother 
Amos Thornton, Reuter Creek—Take this dispatch 
to John D. Lee as soon a8 you can. 

The dispatch on the same sheet reads—I can give 
it verbatim: 

-**Srorner Joux D. Lee.—You will use your 
best endeavors to keep the Indians off the emigrante, 
and protect them from harm until further orders. 

J.C. Hatenurt.”’ 

After describing the details of the journey, he 
thus refers to the precautions for the massacre: 

On Friday moraine. of the fathl day the old 
men and leaders were olf by themselves sitting in a 
circie. Iwas warned not to be nigh them, as it 
was something secret they were discussing. When 
that was through with it was made known by Hig- 
bee that the emigrants were to be ‘wiped out,’ and 
Lee made quite a speech. Lee then spoke through 
an interpretcr to the Indians, instracting them with 
the pers they were totake. When everything was 
ready they moved off toward the emigrant camp. 
I hesitated about leaving. I had no arms. Higbee, 
who was standing atthe side of the men as they 
moved ont, then said to me, as I have before stat- 
ed, Clewes, we have no use for you here.’ I got 
on the mule and made him travel out of that. I 
now call on the witnesses both forthe prosecution 
and defense to bear me out in the statement that I 
left that place before the massacre took place. 

When I got about half way hometo Cedar I 
met Elias Morris and Christopher Arthar goiing to- 
ward the Meadows. The stopped me, and Morris 
told me that they had au order to save the emi- 
grants, and render them all assistance that could 
be given. Iexclaimed, Go as fast as your horses 
can carry you. You may be in time to save them.’ 
They put spurs to their horses and rode as fast as 
they could. Whiie yet in my sight 1 waved my 
hand after them and bade them godspeed, but my 
heart sank within me a moment afterward, for I 
could not see how they could be in time to saive the 
emigrants. ’’

Loxpox, April 4—1 p. m.—I have this even- 
ing had a protracted interview with A. Oakey 
Hall, who now oceupies lodgings in the neigh- 
borhood of Nottinghill Gate, a cheap locality 
made up of small houses, mainly beyond Ken- 
sington and toward Wormwood Scrubbs and 
Kensal Green, in the quiet cemetery of which lat- 
ter district lie buried so many of the clever actors 
and. men of letters with whose names and 
works Mr. Hall was so familiar, and with whom, 
in their lifetime and his better days, he would 
have been so delighted to associate. The region

Green, but it is ma&tly inhabited by small 
householders.* In one of the poorest of these 
houses Mr. Hall has had his lodgings since he 
reached London last Saturday. They seem to 
have been secured for him by previous arrange- 
ment, perhaps even before he left New York. 

After the receipt of your telegram asking that 
Mr. Hall, if in London, should be seen and posi- 
tively identified, [ called at the office of the As- 
sociated Press, and secured the address of the 
passenger by the steamer Victoria, who had 
been followed by tke press agent to the 
near Nottinghill gate. As tele- 
graphed you yesterday, I called at this 
place, and sending in a note addressed on 
the outside to “Mr. Garbett,” the name 
under which Mr. Hall now goes in his lodgings, 
but on the inside to Mr. Hall himself. 1 re- 
ceived a verbal message from Mr. Hall express- 
ing his willingness to see me at any time. 
Early this morning a note came to me in Mr. 
Hall’s own handwriting, with which I am per- 
fectly familiar, reiterating his perfect willing- 
ness to see me at any time. This evening, there- 
fore, I called, and was met by Mr. Hall in 
his rooms. We had a long: interview, but 
he absolutely refuses to make any explanations 
whatever as to his motives in leaving New York 
under such extraordinary circumstances, and 
seems altogether at séa agto his future plans. 
He is evidently very much broken in mind and 
body, and says that he now only desires rest and 
yeace. The general details of our conversation 

am not at liberty to publish, but I venture to 
suggest that itis now only charity to an utterly 
broken man to say as little about him as 
possible.

The millers there are baying, or have 
bought, about all the good wheat, nearly at Chi- 
cago prices; and he does not think that we shall 
receive anything more from that quarter better 
than No. 3, and not much of that. 

The direct foreign exports from Chicago during 
last week included 45, 100 bu corn, 1, 168 bris pork, 
7,431 boxes meat, 4,461 cases canned do, 5, 969 tes 
and 750 other packages lard, 530 packages beef,

The Chicago produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and most of them were strong- 
er, though a part of the advance was effected 
during the holiday supposed to be devoted to the 
election.

AN UNADJUSTED BALANCE. 

In conclusion, Mr. Davie submitted the fol- 
lowing written report: 

Gen. R. E. Rowett, Chairman of the Legistla- 
tive Committee on Park Investigation—Sirn: Here- 
with I beg to hand you a financial statement of the 
aflairs of the Commussioners, based on the balance 
sheet of the Ist of December, 1876, the end of the 
fiscal year. 

The figures in this may, possibly, suggest to the 
Committee some lines of inquiry which they may 
wish followed up. 

In this statement will be found an asset of $72, - 
441.0 against the American Exchange Bank, New 
York, which, on Gareful investigation, I find to be 
an unadjusted balance. The major portion of it 
(say about $40, 500) consists of checks. etc., drawn 
by Mr. Chauncey T. Bowen, late President of the 
Board, in the years 1874-5, used by him, as he 
alleges, in repayment to himeelf of amounts ex- 
pended in the payment or purchase of certificates 
of indebtedness, bonds, interest, and bank com- 
missions, and expenses of financial transactions on 
behalf of the Board; which checks, however, have 
not been credited to the bank, which consequently 
appears to be indebted to the Commissioners to a 
greater Amount than the former acknowledge. 

In explanation of this matter, I am informed 
that at the time of these transactions the Board 
were much behind in the collection of their asseas- 
ments and taxes, and, therefore, quite in need of 
pecuniary assistance, which Mr. Bowen provided, 
largely on his own responsibility, neglecting, 
however, to render in due course, or in proper 
form, statements or particulars of these charges, 
tor proper entry or reimbursement, the various 
securities bought or retired, however, being, as I 
understand, transmitted in due course to the 
Board, thongh entries do not appear to have been 
made, at least in the case of some of these trans- 
actions. 

At a conference with Mr. Bowen in reference to 
this matter, he stated to me, in explanation of the 
dclay in presenting and adjusting this account, 
that immediately after the transactions in ques- 
tion, and before he had opportunity to render an 
account, he became scriously ill, in consequence 
of over-exertion in office and other matters, and 
has been more or less incapable of dealing with 
figures until recently. 

Meauwhile the refusal of the Commissioners to 
recognize the charges in question has resulted in 
the accountof the American Exchange Bank re- 
maining on the books as an unadjusted one.
